वास्तविक उपयोक्ता ( औद्योगिक ) 


3. वास्तविक उपयोक्ता ( औद्योगिक ) वे है जिन्हें किसी 
औद्योगिक विनिर्माण संसाधन में अपने स्वयं के उपयोग के 
लिए कच्चे माल, संघटकों , उप-माधकों एवं फालतू पुों की 

आवश्यकता है । प्रायात लाइसेंस जारी करने के प्रयोजनार्थ 
पास्तविक उपयोक्ता ( औद्योगिक ) निम्नलिखित तीन श्रेणियो 
में वर्गीकृत किए गए है : - -

This has, however, been done carefully so 
that chances of injury to indigenous industry should 
be minimised , and the liberalised measures , in their 
totality , should lead to increase in industrial produc 
tion , help in maintenance of the price line , particularly 
with respect to items of mass consumption , and

Import licences for Emergency Spares 

60 . Applications for grant of licences for import 
of emergency sparcs, i.e. spare parts required on an 
immediate basis to overcome an emergency break 
down of production machinery , including the 
brcak -down which is unavoidable for technical reasons 
in course of a month will be considered from actual 
users (industrial), as and when received . This facility 
will also apply to applications for import of emergency 
sparcs for machine tools. Applications for import 
of emergency spares need not be routed though the 
sponsoring authority and can be made direct to thc 
licensing authority . 

61 . The maximum value limit up to which import 
licences under this provision may be issued to a unit 
in the course of a licensing period will be as under : 
(1 ) Rs 40 , 000 in the case of large scale units

Commissioner and other non -SSI units

62 Each applicant should clearly indicate the value 
of emergency licences already obtained by him during 
the licensing period . The applicant should also 
turnish a list of spare parts sought to be imported 
under this provision , so that import Licences could 
be granted along with the list of emergency spares 
without going into the indigenous availability . 

03 . These provisions will also apply to the import 
of emci gency spares required by publishers of books, 
newspapers and periodicals , film studios and quality 
printers. 


It is clarified that consumable spares are those which 
are required by the actual user s more or less on a 
recurring basis, such as refractories , welding electrodes, 
paper maker s felt , wire mesh , wire cloth etc . 


56 . Actual users requiring non - permissible spare 
parts may submit applications direct to the licensing 
authorities concerned in the prescribed form and 
manner as given in ITC Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedures , 1977- 78 along with a declaration on a plain 
paper to the effect that the items proposed to be import 
ed are spares and are required for the maintenance of 
machinery and equipment installed or used in then 
factory , including spare parts of ancillary equipment, 
control and laboratory equipment and safety appli 
ances.

64 . In addition to non - permissible spare parts that 
may be imported on licences to be issued in terms of 
the procedure mentioned above , units will be eligible 
to import non -permissible spares within their overall 
entitlement for import of non - permissible items on 
their actual user licence for raw materials and com 
ponents As stated in paragraph 73 below an actual 
user can import non -permissible items to the extent of 
10 % of the value of his licence for raw matcrials and 
components. It is clarified that this entitlement for 
import of non - permissible items may also be used for 
import of non -permissible spare parts in addition to 
the non -permissible raw materials and components . 


Facility for Import of Non - Permissible items 

73 . Actual users will be permitted to import against 
their licences for raw materials and components any 
item including iron and steel items even though the 
item in question is not permissible for import in 
terms of the current policy , except the items listed in 
Appendix 56 , up to 10 per cent of the face value of 
their import licences for the period April 1977 – 
March 1978 subject to the following conditions : --

Apart from upgradation of technology and 
modernisation , proposals involving special needs for 
industrial units of imported inputs to improve their 
export capability generally or for executing a specific 
export order can also be considered The aggregate 
foreign exchange financed for any unit under this 
scheme is limited to $ 2 ,50 ,000 equivalent per year. 

86 . Applications for import under the above men 
tioned scheme are to be made to the Special Committee 
for Technical Development Fund , Department of 
Heavy Industry ( R . & I. Section ) , Udyog Bhavan , 
New Delhi. Applications are to be made in the normal 
prescribed forms for C .G . imports, foreign collabora 
tion , etc . in the requisite number of copies. The appli 
cation for the import of capital goods should be 
accompanied by a Treasury Challan on account of the 
application fee as per existing procedure. The appli 
cation should also be accompanied by a covering 
letter explaining the comprehensive modernisation 
scheme of the unit and how the imported input will 
aid export development, technological upgradation, 
capacity utilisation , etc. The Committee will give 
preference to proposals aimed at quickly improving, 
in an integrated manner,

IMPORT THROUGH PUBLIC SECTOR 

AGENCIES 
Canalisation of Imports 

87 . Import of certain items will be allowed only 
through public sector agencies. The list of such items 
with the names of canalising agencies appears in 
Section III of this Book . 

88. The canalising agency will apply for bulk 
allocation of foreign exchange and import licences in 
order to enable it to organise procurement of impor 
ted materials for distribution to actual users. 
Manner of Allotment of imported materials 

89 . In respect of items listed in Section III , allot 
ment of imported materials to actual users will be 
made in the following manner : 

(i) By direct allotments to be made by the 

canalising agency concerned ; 
( ii) By release orders to be issued by the licensing 

authority ; 
(ii) By release orders to be issued on applications 

made to the sponsoring authorities 

concerned . 
The manner of allotment of the canalised items has 
been indicated against each item in Section III of this 
Book . 
Direct Allotment of certain items by the Canalising 

Agencies 

90. Canalising agencies have been empowered to 
allocate certain selected imported raw materials as 
listed in Group A of Section III directly to the actual 
users to meet their twelve months requirements with 
out the necessity of obtaining release orders from 


licensing authorities For this purpose , the actual users 
will be required to make direct application for allot 
ment to the canalising agency concerned in the pres 
cribed form as given in Appendix 53 of this Book . 
In the case of iron and steel items, the form of appli 
cation will be as given in Schedule F of Appendix 41 
of this Book . It is important to note that applica 
tions for automatic and supplementary licences made 
to the licensing authorities should not include these 
raw materials. Also , the past consumption of these 
items should not be included in the chartered ac 
countant s certificate to be produced by the actual 
users along with their applications for grant of auto 
matic licences . 

91. An actual user should register his require 
ments for these raw materials covering a period not 
exceeding 12 months, with the canalising agency con 
cerned by an application , giving details of the registra 
tion number issued by the sponsoring authority and 
a declaration to the effect that the raw materials will 
be used only in its own unit. The canalising agency 
may also require the actual user to furnish certain 
information , not covered by Appendix 53 , regarding 
production , consumption , utilisation of the material etc . 
wherever considered necessary at the time of registra 
tion of their requirements. Any misdeclaration made 
in the application or any infringement of the condi 
tion under which these raw materials are allocated to 
the actual users , will be liable for action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, as amen 
ded from time to time. 

92 . As soon as the requirement from an actual user 
for allocation of these imported raw materials is 
registered with a canalising agency , it should indicate 
to the actual user, within a period of 45 days, the 
arrangements to supply the required raw materials . In 
case the canalising agency is unable to indicate the 
arrangements within the above period , the actual user 
can approach the licensing authority concerned for 
issue of a licence in the name of the canalising agency 
with a letter of authority in its favour , for direct im 
port, Further, wherever a canalising agency is not in 
a position to arrange the supply within a period of 
six months or in accordance with the phased delivery 
programme as mutually agreed upon , whichever is 
later, the actual user may approach the licensing 
authorities concerned for allowing direct import It 
may be noted that the liability of the canalising agency 
for supply will arise only in cases where satisfactory 
financial arrangements have been made with the 
canalising agency. 

93 . There will be no last date for receipt of appli 
cations by the canalising agencies for direct allotment 
of imported materials . Applications will be entertained 
at any time during the course of the licensing period . 
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Manner of allotment of other canalised items 

94 . In the case of items other than thosc covered by 
direct allotment scheme, supply will continue to be 
made by the canalising agencies on the basis of the 
release orders issued by the licensing authorities or the 
recommendation of the sponsoring authorities as per 
policy indicated in Section III of this Book 
Registration of Release Orders 

95. Release orders issued by the licensing authorities 
will have to be registered with the canalising agency 
concerned within a period of 90 days from the date of 
issue in accordance with the conditions prescribed by 
the canalising agency concerned in this regard . Release 
orders which are not registered within the aforesaid 
period , shall be deemed to have lapsed. However , 
the canalising agency can condone delays in this respect 
having regard to the merits of each case , but within 
the validity period of the release orders . The release 
order holder should furnish the phased programme of 
delivery to the canalising agency at the time of 
registration . If the canalising agency is not in a position 
to arrange for the supply of the material according to 
the phased programme, or within a period of six 
months from the date of registration of release order , 
whichever is later, the release order holder may 
approach the licensing authority for permission for 
duect import. 

96 . At the time of registration of release orders or 
for the purpose of registering the annual requirement 
for direct allotment, the canalising agency will charge 
2 per cent of the value of release order / value of 
requirement registered or Rs. 50 ,000 , whichever is 
less, as earnest money . 
Import of Non - Permissible items through the Canalis 

ing Agencies 

97. Whenever a particular item , the import of 
which is otherwise not pornitted , falls in short supply 
due to any setback in the indigenous production , 
import of such items can be arranged through public 
sector agencies to meet the shortfall . 

PRICING COMMITTEE 
98 The sale price for distribution of canalised 
items to actual users will be determined by the Pricing 
Committee presided over by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports and consisting of Economic Ad 
viser in the Ministry of Industry , Development Com 
missioner, (Small Scale Industries), and representatives 
of Directorate General of Technical Development, 
Department of Economic Affairs , and Ministry of 
Commerce , as membcis . Representatives of the public 
sector agencies concerned will also be invited to 
participate in the discussions on items concerning 
them . 


Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC ) 

99 Apart from the itenis listed in Section III , 
public sector agencies will also import in bulk certain 
other raw materials so that they may be able to make 
cflicient arrangements for their distribution to actual 
users. For the purpose of organising the import 
of such items, the State Trading Corporation have 
set up an Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre 
(IRMAC ) for arranging off-the -shelf delivery to actual 
users /icgistered exporters , as also to function as an 
indcnting house . The Minerals and Metals Trading 
Corporation are also gearing themselves to meet the 
requirements of actual users " off - the - shelf" or provide 
indenting facilities to importing units, in respect of 
mineral and metal imports Actual users will be able 
to receive from the IRMAC , the raw materials against 
theis AU / REP licences Supplies under the IRMAC 
scheme will be debited to the import licences issued 
to the parties concerned for direct import of those 
goods. The STC and MMTC will announce, from 
time to time, the items which will be available with 
them for supply " off -the- shelf " against valid import 
licences. These agencies will be further strengthened 
so that ultimately they develop into specialised pur 
chasing agencies for making bulk purchases , or act 
as indenting house of items on a large scale, 
as may be entrusted to them from time to time. 

100 . While supplying the imported material, the 
IRMAC will debit both the exchange control and the 
customs purposes copies of the licence so as to reduce 
its c.i.f. value as a result of the goods supplied , as 
under :

The licensce will 
be able to make imports from abroad and make re 
mittance against such import only for the balance 
value available on the licence and subject to the other 
terms and conditions of the licence.

(1) General Drugs and Medicines 

Import of drugs and medicines included in Appen 
dix 1 of this Book will be allowed under 0 . G . L . 
subject to the following conditions .

Authritios or other sponsoring authoritios con 
corned , as the case may be , and holds a 
licenco under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940 , requiring the goods , in question for 
usc in his own industry .

( ii ) The importer shall produce to the customs 

authorities at the time of clearanco , a decla 
ration giving the particulars of registration 
as an industrial unit with the concerned au 
thorities and affirming that the such rogis 
tration has not been cancelled or withdrawn 
or otherwise made inoperative ; 


( iv ) Drugs only in bulk unprocessed form and 

conforming to tho specifications laid down in 
thc Drugs and Cosmetics Act , 1940, and the 
rules made thereunder will be allowed for 
import ;

drugs will be allowed for import ; 


Group C of Section III of this Book will be released 
to the actual users on tho basis of the recommendation 
of the State Drugs Control Authorities 

4 . The requirements of raw materials of drug 
industry will be met in terms of tho genoral policy 
for issue of licences in favour of the actual users , as 
contained in Section I of this Book . 

5. Import of drugs and medicines included in List II 
of this Appondix is not permissible and those included 
in List III of this appendix will be allowed on restric 
ted basis . Import of other drugs and medicines will 
be allowed in favour of actual users without any face 
valuo restriction , Chemicals, solvents , flavouring 
agents, colours etc ., which are required in the 
formulation of drugs and medicines will also be 
allowed to be imported having regard to the 
import policy applicable in respect of those items. 

6 . Drugs and medicines licensed to actual users 
should not be sold after re- packing or re- bottling only . 
Ampouling or vialling of sterile drugs in powder or 
liquid form will not, however, constituto re - packing 
or re - bottling . 
(II) Crude Drugs for Ayarvedic and Unani medicines 

7 . The requiroments of raw materials of the 
actual users will be mot under the free licensing 
scheme. The procedure for submission of applica 
tion for issue of licencos has been indicated in Appen 
dix 2 of this Book . Import of crudo drugs will be 
allowed in the manner indicated below : -

8 . Import of raw materials for manufacture of 
homooopathic medicines will be allowod by the actual 
users under the frec licensing scheme.

“ All single homoeopathic drugs in basic form and / 
or of any potency , including sugar of milk in bulk 
and biochemic medicines " 

Şimilarly , import of homoeopathic medicines in 
finished form will be allowed under the free licon 
sing scheme by dealers, individuals, hospitals and 
nursing homes.

The new units of loan licences will be 
grantod licences for a value not oxcoeding R $ 20 , 000 
for the their first year s requirement.

10 . The parties who obtain supplies of drugs and 
medicines in bulk and aro ongaged in the process of 
re- packing and re -bottling the drugs and medicines 
in small containers , are not covered by the definition 
of actual users as given in the ITC Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1977 - 78 as they are not engagod 
in an industrial production . However , in terms of 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 the process of 
manufacture includes the process of re -packing or 
re -bottling of drugs . Also , persons or firms engaged 
in such activities are required to possess a licence 
under tho said Act, and are also required to test thc 
products either in their own laboratories or other 
approved laboratories. In yiew of this , applications 
for liconces will be considered from such partics holding 
licences under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 , 
for ro- packing or re -bottling of drugs, for import of 
permissible items of drugs and medicines required 
by them for ro- packing or re -bottling purposes . 
Applications should be made in the form prescribed 
for the actual users , to the licensing authority con 
cernod through the sponsoring authority concerned 
aftor utilisation of previous set of licences issuod to 
them . Licences will be issued for import of spocific 
permissible items of drugs and medicines recommen 
ded by the sponsoring authority . Licences against 
this provision will be issued to an applicant for a 
value not excoeding Rs. 5 , 000 . 


(ill ) In the case of an established importer not 

availing of tho provisions in (1) or ( 1) above , 
the import licence can be claimed on the 
basis of the combinod values of existing quota 
cortificatos held by him , for general drugs and 
medicinos ( consolidated ) and in respect of in 
dividual items with the exception of Homoeo 
pathic modicines and Crudo drugs for Ayur 
vedic and Unani medicines. Such existing 
quota certificates may or may not be of the 
samo basic year. However, if the past imports 
of any item in the same basic year are inclu 
ded in the quota cortificate for an individual 
item and also in the consolidated quota 
certificate for general drugs and medicines 
held by tho importer , such past imports will 
be excluded froin one of the quota certi 
ficates . For this purposo , the established 
importer will be required to produce docu 
mentary evidence failing which the combinod 
value of his existing quota certificates will 
not be reduced by 20 % and his entitlement for 
the quota licence will be based on the balance 
value . While combining the value of existing 
quota cortificates, the licensing authorities 
will not take into account the value of quota 
cortificates for the individual items of drugs 
and medicines mentioned in Annexure 4 
to this Appendix .

Licensing Policy for the year April, 1977 - - March , 1978 


The licensing policy for chemicals falling under 
S . Nos. 28 .01/ 58 , 29 . 01/45, 30 .01, 30 02 and 30 . 03 
of the revised Import Trade Control Schedule is 
given in this Appendix .

The latest 
revision of IS 1956 — 1972 - Parts I to IV (Glossary 
of terms relating to iron and steel) is for the guidance 
of the manufacturers and users . 

16 . In case of any doubt about technical 
specifications /size etc. of any item , the applicant or 
the licensing authority should get the doubt clarified 
from the Department of Steel, New Delhi before the 
import is resorted to . The decision of the 
Department of Steel shall be final and binding for the 
purposes of import clearance . 

17 . Unless otherwise specified , all items mentioned 
in the licence / release order for iron and steel should 
be of prime quality only . 

18 . The detailed itemwise policy for iron and steel 
and ferro alloys is contained in Schedules A to D 
of this Appendix . Items other than those specified 
in these schedules to this Appendix will not be 
permitted for import unless specifically cleared by 
the Ministry of Steel and Mines ( Department of 
Steel) . Requests in this regard will be considered 
only when supported by essentiality certificate from 
the sponsoring authority concerned . Applications for 
import of such items should be supported with all 
details as per Schedule E to this Appendix , The 
sponsoring authority will obtain clearance of the 
Department of Steel and clearly mention in the 
forwarding letter to the licensing authority while 
recommending import that the clearance from the 
Department of Steel has been obtained . The 
Department of Steel will give clearance in such cases 
within a period of 30 days from the date of receipt 
of recommendation of the sponsoring authority .

Government have been announcing, from time 
to time, measures designed to encourage export-oriented 
industries in the country . It is recognised that in 
order to maintain its competitiveness in international 
markets , an industry has to keep on up -dating its 
technology , improvung its operational efficiency and 
reducing costs of production . The quality of the 
product has also to be improved and brought in line 
with or made superior to the competing goods in 
international markets. A continuing effort has , there 
fore , to be made even to maintain the existing exports , 
as percentage of total production , made by an industry . 
With a view to facilitating cfforts in this direction , 
it has been decided that an industrial undertaking 
which has been exporting more than 20 % of its total 
production during the past three years and gives an 
undertaking to continue to export more than 20 % of 
its total enhanced production for the next five years 
would be exempted from procedures of indigenous 
scrutiny including the clearance from Capital Goods 
Committee in the matter of importing machinery 
provided that ( a ) where the industrial undertaking has 
been licensed with a higher initial export obligation , 
they would have to maintain that higher level as 
against 20 % of total production , (b ) the total value of 
imported equipment shall not exceed Rs. 1 crore in 
one year . The import of machinery would be allowed 
either through the provision of free foreign exchange 
or through licences against external credits , as may be 
appropriate in each case . The import licences will be 
issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
with the condition that the requisite legal bond for 
fulfilling the export commitment shall be executed by 
the party as per procedure in force . The cquipment 
so imported would be actually installed in the industrial 
undertaking and will not be transferred to other parties . 


The proposal to recognise conscquent additional 
productive capacity would be received by the Joint 
Secretary concerned with the industry in the Adminis 
trative Ministry who would accord necessary approval 
after satisfying himself that the conditions specified 
above have been fulfilled. The proposal received from 
foreign companies coming under the purview of the 
FERA and undertakings coming under the purview of 
MRTP Act would be considered by a Task Force to 
be constituted in the Administrative Ministry concerned 
consisting of representatives of concerned Ministries 
including that of the Department of Company Affairs, 
The Task Force would accord approvals to such 
proposals expeditiously .

(3 ) REP licences /Release Orders issued to 
manufacturer -exporters and nominee -manufacturers 
shall be subject to " Actual User" condition , 
However, Government may from time to time, allow

Advance and Imprest Licences 

39 . ( 1 ) Import replenishment licences are normally 
issued to registered exporters after the exports have 
been made. However , in order to facilitate timely 
supply of goods to overseas buyers , the licensing 
authorities may consider applications for import rep 
lenishment licences before the exports take place . 
Such licences are of the following types : — 


( 3 ) Under this scheme, applications for the grant 
of imprest licence /release orders will also be consi 
dered from export houses. 


(i) Advance licences . 
( ii ) Imprest licences. 
( 2 ) An advance licence includes an advance Cus 
toms Clearance Permit and Advance Releasc Order. 
Similarly , an Imprest Licence includes an imprest 
CCP and Imprest Release Order. In the case of gem 
and jewellery exports , however, an advance licence 
will include Advance Release Order , Advance CCP , 
Imprest Licence, Imprest CCP and Imprest Release 
Order . 


42. An applicant will be eligible to apply both for 
advance and imprest licences at the same time. Appli 
cations for Advance licences should be made to the 
regional licensing authorities concerned . Applications 
for Imprest licences should be made to the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports ( Advance 
Licensing Section ), Udyog Bhavan , New Delhi. The 
detailed procedure for submission of applications is 
given in Chapter V of I. T . C . Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1977 -78. 


Advance licences 

40 Applications from registered exporters for the 
grant of advance import licence or CCP or for the 
issue of an advance release order on a canalising 
agency for import/ supply of materials , components 
and parts required for production to meet specific 
export orders, will be considered on merits. Advance 
licence will be subject to an export obligation ; and 
the value of the licence will be adjusted against REP 
entitlement due on exports made in execution of the 
export order for which the advance licence was issued . 


Duty Exemption Scheme for Advance Licences 

43 . A scheme for exemption of customs duty levi 
able on materials imported against advance licences 
issued under the import policy for Registered Expor 
ters , was introduced last year . In the light of the 
experience gained so far, this scheme has been revis 
ed and its scope expanded . The revised scheme is 
given in Appendix IV .

Registration of Export Contracts 

44 . ( 1 ) In order to provide greater stability 
necessary for the growth of exports, a scheme has been 
introduced for registration of contracts. In respect of 
exports made in the execution of such registered con 
tracts , the cxporters will be eligible for the same 
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levels of support in respect of import replenishment 
and other bencfits under the import policy for Register 
ed Exporters, as were permissible on the date of such 
contracts with overseas buyers . 


(2 ) These provisions will also apply to the con 
tracts for supplies made by Indian firms against 
IBRD / IDA Aided Projects in India when such 
supplies are made under the procedure of international 
competitive bidding, in accordance with IBRD / IDA 
conditions and supplies made in India under the aid 
programmes of United Nations and other Multi 
national agencies at International prices and paid for 
in free foreign exchange.

60 . ( 1 ) Applications for release of raw stock /grant 
of licences should be made to the licensing authority 
concerned only after the sale proceeds against exports 
have been realised and surrendered to the Indian Ex 
change Control.

Objectives of Scheme 

78 The object of the scheme for giant of unport 
ieplenishment licences to export houses 18 lo stieng 
then export houses in theu negotiating capacity for 
sales abiodd , lo build up a more enduring relationship 
between export houses and their supporting manufac 
lurers to enable them to keep their supporting manu 
facturers supplied with uported raw materials from 
ready stocks required for export production , and to 
devzlop cooperative iclations with their counter - parts 
in overseas markets . 


79 . The export houses will be enabled to look 
after the requirements of their supporting manufac 
lurers in the matter of organising their production , 
obtaining the licences and other benefits. In order 
to ensure that these objectives are achieved , the Direc 
tor ( Export Assistance ) in the Ministry of Commerce, 
New Delhi will coordinate action in pursuance of the 
implementation of the scheme. The Federation of 
Indian Export Organisations will also assist the export 
houses in this regard ,

80 . ( 1 ) With effect from 1- 4 - 1976 , recognition and 
eligibility certificates which used to be issued to ex 
port housey were merged into a single certificate , 
namely , " Export Housc Certificato " .

The value of initial licences 
will be determined having regard to the export per 
formance of the Export House in respect of the export 
products falling in the Select List of Export Products 
during the previous financial year . The weightage

102 . Export Houses will be permitted to claim 
import replenishment licences in their own name under 
the import policy for Registered Exporters during 
April 1977 - -March 1978 against their own exports 
of products covered by the import policy for Registered 
Exporters They should make their import applications 
to the regional licensing authorities concerned in the 
piescubed form and manner laid down under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters and the I. T .C .

Import replenishment cntitlements acquired by transter 


98 . An Export House which shows an increase in 
its export performance in respect of products included 
in the Select List of Export Products by at least 
10 per cent annually with reference to the financial 
year when the eligibility certificate (or export house 
certificate as the case may be) was originally issued to 
it, will be eligible for the grant of supplementary initial 
licence . The value of the supplementary initial licences 
will be calculated on the basis of difference in the fo.b . 
value of exports during the previous year and the 
year under consideration , provided there is a minimum 
increase of 10 per cent per annum as indicated above. 
In cases where the minimum increase of 10 per cent 
per annum has not been achievcil , presumptive exports 
at this rate would be taken into account for purposes 
of alculation of the entitlement for supplementary 
inilial licence. For the purpose of this sub - para , the 
minimuin esports during the first financial vear will be 
taken as Rs 25 lakhs or the actual exports during the 
hase year, whichever is higher ( In the case of export 
houses to whom the first certificate was issued in 
1976 -77, the minimum value of exports in 1975- 76 
will be taken as Rs 50 lakhs or the actual exports in 
that vear, whichever is higher ) The weightage allowed 
to exports of SSI products in sub - para 80 (2 )( g ) above 
will also be allowed for determining the entitlement for 
the grant of supplementary initial licence. 


103. An export house holding Export House Certi 
ficate may acquire by transfer REP entitlements or 
REP licences issued to Registered Exporters or their 
nominees under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. During 1977 - 78 , an export house can 
acquire by transfer REP cntitlement/REP licences for 
a total value not more than 25 per cent of the FOB 
value of exports made during 1976 -77 in respect of

EXPORT THROUGH PUBLIC SECTOR AGENCIES 


Objective 


125 . Public sector agencies will be enabled to play 
an expanding role in developing exports and building 
up the export capabilities of manufacturers and 
exporters. 


Developmental role 

132 , STC and MMTC will also play an expanding 
developmental role to supplement the export effort 
by acting as a path - finder and a catalyst. They will 
in particular, render support to small exporters by 
affording them a combined selling strength on the 
one hand , and a service , on the other, both in India 
and through their foreign offices abroad . These 
agencies will also provide assistance by way of 
finance, marketing and quality control. 


Canaised Exports 


126 . The exports of certain commodities will be 
canalised only through public sector agencies. The 
list of such commodities with the agencies respon 
sible for exports is given in the Annexure to this part . 


Initial import licences 

127 . Initial import licence will be issued to STC / 
MMTC to enable them to build up ready stocks 
for giving off -the -shelf deliveries to manufacturers 
whose goods they export. 


133 . With the manufacturers of heavy equipment 
and machinery, and in the case of turn -key projects, 
Project and Equipments Corporation (PEC ) will 
organiso , for international tenders, long -term strategies 
entailing planning of raw material requirements , 
finance and marketing services. Project and Equip 
monts Corporation (PEC ) will , therefore , work with 
associates throughout the country , in both public and 
private sectors , large , medium and small, and offer 
to each sector the type of service it needs. 


134 In developing new markets and generating new 
projects, Project and Equipments Corporation (PEC ) 
will play a growing role , with an emphasis upon pro 
ducts which are either new or slow moving.

APPENDIX I 


[ Para 8 , Part A , Section 1] 
PROCEDURE FOR DEALING WITH COMPLAINTS AGAINST INDIAN EXPORTERS FROM 

THEIR FOREIGN BUYERS 


The following provision has been made in Chapter 
V of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure , 1977- 78 : 


" Where the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex 

ports is satisfied that an exporter has failed , 
for inadequate reasons, to comply with the 
terms of an export contract as regards the 
quality and specification of the goods to be 
exported or the period of delivery or in 
any other respect, he may , without preju 
dice to any other action that may be taken 
in this behall , direct the registering authority 
to deregister such exporter for a specified 
or indefinite period and in respect of a 
particular export product or products or all 
the export products covered by the import 
policy for Registered Exporters ; provided 
that no such action shall be taken unless 
the exporter has been given an opportunity 
of being heard in the matter." 


(b ) Where the examination reveals that the 

Indian exporter is not at fault , the case may 
be reported with facts and the opinion of 
the Export Promotion Council / Commodity 
Board concerned to the Export Commis 
sioner in the office of the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. If the 
examination by the Chief Controller of Im 
ports and Exports also reveals that the 
Indian exporter is not at fault , the com 
plaint will be treated as closed , and the 
Export Promotion Council / Commodity 
Board informed accordingly . 


2 . A provision has also been made in Part A 
of this book that complaints received against 
individual units will be investigated by the Export 
Promotion Organisation concerned in order that de 
faulting units may be cautioned and steps taken to 
preserve the reputation of Indian products 


( c ) Where the examination reveals that the 

Indian exporter is at fault and does not 
settle the matter, such cases should also 
be reported to the Export Commissioner in 
the ollice of the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports , New Delhi by the respective 
Export Promotion Councils / Commodity 
Boards. If it is ultimately agreed that the 
Indian exporter has been at fault , further 
action will be initiated against him under 
the import and export control regulations 
and the concerned Export Promotion Coun 
cil/Commodity Board informed accordingly . 


3 . Having regard to the need for a proper system 
and follow -up action in the case of complaints against 
Indian exporters from their foreign buyers , it has been 
decided that action in such cases will be coordinated 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Udyog Bhavan , New Delhi. 


4 . All complaints against Indian exporters from 
their foreign buyers will be first examined by the res 
pective Export Promotion Council Or Commodity 
Board . The complaint will first be registered with 
the concerned Council or Commodity Board . Each 
Council and Commodity Board will maintain a regis 
ter in which these complaints will be entered and 
follow - up action recorded . 


6 Complaints pertaining to commodities for which 
there is no specialised agency like the Export Pro 
motion Council or Commodity Board will continue to 
be dealt with by the Department of Commercial In 
telligence and Statistics, Ministry of Commerce , Cal 
cutta . The procedure indicated in paras 4 and 5 
above will also be followed by that Department. In 
cases falling under category ( c ) in para 5 above , if 
the Director General, Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics , Calcutta has to take any further action after 
cxamination of the complaint, he may do so on 
icceipt of an intimation from thc Export Commis 
sjoner in the office of Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports , New Delhi, 


5 . After the concerned Export Promotion Council / 
Commodity Board has examined the complaint, 
following further action will be taken : 


(a ) Where the matter has been settled by the 

Indian exporter with the foreign buyer , the 
complaint may be closed Quarterly state 
inents of such closed cases will be reported 
to the Export Commissioner in the office 
of the Chief Controller of Imports & Ex 
ports , New Delhi by the respective Export 
Promotion Council/ Commodity Board . 


7. In the month of April every year, the Expor 
Promotion Councils , Commodity Boards and DXGCI& S , 
Calcutta will send to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports , New Delhi a consolidated statement 
indicating the position in respect of complaints re 
ceived by them during the previous year and the 
complaints which were carried forward to the previous 
year. The consolidated statement may be sent in the 
cnclosed proforma.

IMPORT OF MACHINERY, EQUIPMENT, TESTING APPARATUS , TOOLS AND IMPLEMENTS 

REQUIRED FOR GEM AND JEWELLERY INDUSTRY DURING 1977 - 78 . 


Attention is invited to the provisions made in Para 57 , Part B , Section I ofthis book according to which import 
replenishment licences issued against exports of Gem and Jewellery can be utilised for import of permissible items 
of machinery , equipment , testing apparatus, tool and implements required for Gem and Jewellery Industry within 
10 % of the value of such licences in certain cases Applications have to be made under this provision to the licensing 
authorities concerned on the recommendations of the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council . 


2. It is also necessary to obtain indigenous clearance from the DGTD in respect of the items sought to be im 
ported . In order that individual cases need not have to be referred to the DGTD for obtaining indigenous clearance , 
à package clearance has been obtained from the DGTD in respect of items appearing in the enclosed list. This 
clearance will be valid for the year 1977 - 78 and, for these items, the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council 
or the licensing authorities will not be required to refer individual cases to the DGTD for indigenous clearance . 


3 . In cach case , the Gem and Jewellory Export Promotion Council should recommend specific items indicating 
quantitative limits against each and the value. The licensing authority will allow the import only after verification 
that the itemssought to be imported are those appearing in the list cleared by the DGTD and the total valuc thereof 
is within 10 % of the value of the REP licence agaiast which the import is to be made The import of machinery 
and equipment etc . will be endorsed with the normal “ Actual User condition , 


4 Before making the recommendation to the licensing authority in individual cases, the Gem and Jewellery 
Export Promotion Council may ascertain the details of items already imported by the applicant during the last 
5 years, the quantity in stock with the applicant, the number of people employed by the applicant , and other relevant 
details which may be sent with the application . The recommendation should be made by the Council in the light of 
these data in the enclosed proforma . 


5 The Council is also to watch that the applicant fulfils the Actual User condition subject to which the import 
is allowed .

SUBJECT . - -EXPORT PRODUCTION EXEMPTION FROM PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
IMPORTS AGAINST ADVANCE LICENCES UNDER THE IMPORT POLICY FOR 

REGISTERED EXPORTERS. 


The Duty Exemption Scheme will apply to advance 
licences issued under the import policy for Registered 
Exporters. Under this Scheme, advance import 
licences will be issued in favour of manufacturers 
whether they are themselves exporters or have been 
named by other exporters receiving the export orders 
In the latter case also , although the exports for the exc 
cution of the export order may have to be made by 
the export house /merchant exporter , it will be an 
obligation on the manufacturer receiving the advance 
licence to comply with all the conditions of the licence 
and the Duty Exemption Scheme. Export bonds will 
also be executed by the manufacturers to whom 
advance licences are issued . 


5 . The application should be accompanied by the 
following : 
(1) A list of items with quantity and c.i.f. value of 

each item sought to be imported . (Each pago 
of the list should be signed by the Chief Exe 
cutive of the applicant concern or any other 
person duly authorised by the applicant in 
this behalf , and by a Chartered Engineer who 

is not an employee of the applicant.) 
(1 ) A certificate in the prescribed form appearing 

in Annexure III to this Appendix , duly signed 
by the Chief Executive of the applicant 
concern or any other person duly authorised 
by the applicant in this behalf and by a Char 
tered Engineer 


2 . This scheme will apply only to the import of 
items specified in the list appearing in Annexure I 
to this Appendix . The exemption from payment of 
customs duty will be available in respect of imports 
of these items covered by an advance licence issued 
under the Scheme after clearance by the Advance 
Licensing Committee in individual cases. 


6 . Applications will be examined by the DGTD /or 
the Textile Commissioner from technical angle . They 
will make their recommendation in the form at Anne 
xure IV to this Appendix . Thereafter, the applica 
tions will be considered by the Advance Licensing 
Committee under the CCI& E , New Delhi. Based on 
the decision taken , advance licences will be issued by 
the regional licensing authorities concerned . In such 
cases , the facility of direct import by a Letter of Autho 
rity will be available even in respect of those raw mate 
rials, the import of which is canalised through a public 
sector agency and for which ordinarily only Release 
Orders are to be issued under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters The licence will be endorsed 
as Advance Licence under Duty Exemption Scheme , 
The licence shall be subject to export obligation speci 
fying the products to be exported and their value. 


3. Application for advance licence under the Duty 
Exemption Scheme will normally be entertained on 
the basis of the export order secured , which will 
indicate the description and quantity of products to 
be exported and their f.o .b . value. However , applica 
tion for advance licence may be entertained even in 
the absence of an export order as long as the items of 
import and their quantities and the items of export 
and their quantities have been specified in the appli 
cation . Total quantities of finished goods which 
ought to be exported against the given quantities of 
raw materials and components in the advance licence 
will be computed on the basis of input output ratios 
certified by the Chartered Engineer and scrutinised 
by the technical authority such as DGTD / Textile 
Commissioner. The F .O . B . value of exports in such 
cases may be fixed as the minimum value in relation 
to the rate of import replenishment available against 
the relevant export product or the value indicated by 
the applicant for the quantity to be exported or the 
value declared in the export documents as certified by 
the Customs authorities , whichever is the highest. 


7. Exports made from the date of issue of the Duty 
Exemption Entitlement Certificate only will be taken 
into account for the discharge of export obligation .

8 Export Houses intending to utilise this foreign exchange allocation for import of equipments etc referred to in sub -para 1(b ) 
ahoverould aproach the DGTD (EP Directorate ) giving full particulars of the goods sought to be importod , their CIF , value and the 
purposeſiustification for import and the nanie of the licensing authority which has to issue the licence The DGTD will send their recom 
mandations direct to the suis licensing authority . Based on that, the licensing authority will issue import licence The voluc of the licence 
will be debited by the licensing authority in tho said Pass Book under intimation to th : Reserve Bank of India
